II rationing were Junked on a 
world-wide basU. the United Slnlcn 
probably would get a larger shnre of 
su«nr, Dut It would be at tlie ex- 
pense ot less wealthy nations unnble 
to compete with U.O. dollars. 
Output Jnereued 

In Its weekly review of foreign 
crops nnd markets, the department 
estimated World sugar output tliLn 
ycor at 30,000,000 tons. This is 13 
per cent larger thon lost sc.-uion but 
H per cent below the prewar aver- 
age. 

Mast ot tlie Increase occurred In 
Europe where beet sugar produc- 
tion mnde n nhnrp recovery from 
the wartime low and In Nortli 
America and tlie West Indies where 
favorable weather boo.itcd both the 
cane nnd beet sugar yleldj, 

Tlie larger part of the Increase 
win remain In the producing coun- 
tries. Tills Is partly becaur.e tliey 
have been on abnormally low ro-

Peace Plan 
Of U. N. to 
Have Trial

NEW YORK, Dec. 16 (/P)— The United Nations assembly 
turned over to the ll-mcmber security council today tho 
monumental tnak of setting into motion a proffram for 
reducing the armies of tho world and dcatroying the mass 
destructive weapons of war. 

Ending a historic eight-weeks' Besaion at 12:44 a. m., 
the top diplomats of 54 nations gave the world its first con- 
crete hope for outlawing war and then headed for home after 
writing another chapter in man's long search for peace. 

The next regular meeting will bo held in New York next 
Sept IG, but tho assembly may bo called into apcdal session 
in six months to approve world-wide arms reductions which 
the security council is to plan in detail. 

In the vaulted gold-and-blue assembly hall at Flushbir 
Meador park, tho world's diplomats gave a solemn pledge 
that their countries would support immediate steps to rcducB 
their armed forces and prohibit the use of the atomic bomb. 
This was regarded as the moat

concHlatora lor mojor disputes: ci- 
tnbllshment of Industry and labor 
panels, where necessary, to ndvisc 
the concUlators: voluntary arbi- 
tration If mediation falls; and emer- 
gency boards, appointed from out 
side Uie Government, to hear bsues 
and publish fliidlng.i.

Besieged Chinese 
Believed A-Bomb 
Used for Attack 

PEIPINO, Dec. 10 Ml — Chinese 
communists today captured Chung- 
yang In central Shanal province 
after n 15-raonth siege capped by 
an offensive bo fierce the defending 
garrison, In an obvlou-ily erroneous 
message sent In all seriousness, ra- 
dioed It thought the reds were using 
atomic bombs. 

Chungyang's defenders were out 
of food nnd ammunition as a result 
of one ot the longest communist 
sieges of the dvU war. Tlie final 
assault on the city, some 100 miles 
northeast of the red capital at Ye- 
nan, lasted two weeks. 

Oovemment forces in Mnnchurla, 
at the some lime, claimed a victory 
over tho communists at PulonUen, 
Kwantimg peninsula border town, 
after several days of fighting. Some 
0.000 communists were reported 
routed. 

The Nanking newspaper Ilsln Mln 
Pao publlstied on unconfirmed ac- 
count of lighting of "unprecedented 
seriousness" between government 
and Chinese communist troops at 
the very outskirts of Rira! an -oc- 
cupied Dalren, major Monchurlon 
port, nnd added that for the necond 
consecutive day "unmarked planes" 
participated.

District Judge Charles P. EOeUicb 
In reJccUng Thomas' complain trfpK- 
a declaratory Judgment nnd lojune-'.! 
tlon decided that Thomaa"'dld not 
have legal copaclty to prosecuto 
this proceeding." 

ShorUy after Thomas filed bis 
suit the AlUed Clvlo Forces, an oi- 
ganlzatlon composed of churchea 
and civic groups In oil porta of the 
state, asked the supreme court to 
take original Jurisdiction and de- 
clare the law unconstitutional.

AS TELEPHONE NEEDS have increased in Idaho wc have in- 
creased our forces and we now have more employees than ever 
before. In 1941 there were 827 of us — today 1,3 56. 

The past year has been the busiest we've ever known. During 
that twelve-month period we gained 13,131 telephones in Idaho 
— over twice as many as in any twelve-month period before in 
our hiitory! 

At the first of this year there were 5,066 Idaho families whose 
orders for service had not been filled. 4,564 of those applicants 
now have service.

TEHRAN. Iran, Dec. 10 Upy—Ttte 
central government announced to- 
day It had ordered the tratufer 
here of Dr. Salamollah Javld, gov- 
ernor- General of subdued Axerbal- 
Jan province, and M. Satmstarl. 
head of Um Aierbaljan provincial 
coimcU. 

Premier Ahmed Qavom'a rcghne 
said the brief military ope rat Ions 
agalnit the province bordering Sov- 
let Russia had brought not only 
Aierbaljan but the dlisldcnt Kurds 
buck under control. 

The wor mlnlatry aaid It could 
neither confirm nor deny reports 
that more that' 100 Russian Immi- 
grants Into Azerbaijan had been 
killed by civil police and .noldlera 
durlnK the Ib.H three days at Tahrli. 
capital of Azerbaijan. 

Tlic newipaper Elosh reported 
from Tnbrle that Tehran security 
forcea hod reached Ardcbll and 
found that tribesmen there had 
hanged or otherwise pxecuted 40 ad- 
hcninta of the Aierboljan aeml-auto- 
n o m o u a government, established 
during the last daj-s of the Ruiilan 
occupation of north Iran. 

Flash said also that Bovemment 
troops used machlnegun fire to pro- 
tect three ranking leaders ot the 
Azerbaijan Bovemmcnl when they 
were tnuisferred from municipal 
headquarters at Tabriz to Jail. It 
was said tliat the people tried to 
kill them. 

All Iranian army communique 
ye.\tcrday reported the surrender of 
OhazI Mohammed, Identified o.i 
head ol the so-called "KurdLih re- 
public." and said this .ncemliiBly 
meant the end ot the "republic."
